But as the Eugliſb Parliament fat down on the ſixth 
of March, I muſt take a view of ſome things on the 
ſouth of the Tweed.

A Werren en Preacher was dead in the town; upon 
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which the Magiſtrates ordered a Meſſenger to go and 
arreſt the corps; and would not ſuffer them to be in. 
terred at Perth; but ordered the town Militia to be. 
raiſed, and impriſoned John Price, Box- maſter or Trea. 
furer to the Gildry, for refuſing to give out the militia] 
arms. However, the Magiſtrates allowed his friends to 
carry the corps out of the town, and bury them where 
they pleaſed without their precindts; but any of the town's 
people, who were obſerved to accompany the funeral, 
were apptchended and committed to priſon. At laſt, 
the corps were interred, with difficulty, in the church- 
yard of Drone ; for his friends were obliged to get over 
the church-yard wall and dig the grave, becauſe Mr, 
Pitcairn, one of the old Reſolutioners, refuſed to give 
them the keys.

About the end of January, or beginning of February, there were 
ſome tumults in Edinburgh, by whom the Lord Perth the Chancel- 
lor was much affronted. Biſhop Burnet gives the following account 
of it: Affairs in Scotland went on much in the ſame way as in 
England. Some few proſelytes were gained. The Earl of Perth 
prevailed with his Lady, as ſhe was dying, to change her religion, 
and, in a very few weeks after her death, married very indecent- 
ly a ſiſter. of the Duke of Gordon's. The Earl ſet up a private 


chapel in the court for m2/s, which was not kept ſo private, but that 
many frequented it. The town of Edinburgh was much alarmed at 


this. And the rabble broke in with ſuch fury, that they defaced 
every thing in the chapel ; and if the Earl of Perth had not been 
conveyed away in diſguiſe, he had very probably fallen a facrifice 
to popular rage. The guards, upon the alarm, came and diſperſed 
the rabble. Some were taken, and one that was a ringleader in 


the tumult, was executed for it. When at the place of execution, he 


told Mr. Macom one of the miniſters of the town, who attended him, 
that he was offered his life, if he would accuſe the Dake of Queen,. 
Berry of having ſet on the tumult ; but he would not fave his life by 
ſo falſe a calumny. The incautious miniſter did not call any to bear 
witneſs of this; but went from the execution to the Archbiſhop of 


S:. Andrews, and told him, what had: paſt. The Archbiſhop ac- 


quainted the Duke with it, and he wrote to court and complained of 
it. The King ordered the matter to be examined; fo the poor mi- 


niſter, having none to witneſs what had been ſaid to him, was de- 


clared the author of that calumny, and turned out; but how ſeverely 
ſoever thoſe in authority may handle a poor incautious man, yet the

Mr. Duncan Cuming a younger brother, was governor to a young 
gentleman, who was taught at rving-ſchool, and was, for ſome 
time, one of his brother's aſſiſtants. At laſt, he was perſuaded by 


This coming to the government's ears, he 
fled with his brother to Holland, where he ſtudied phyſick. After that 
he followed his brothers to Ireland, where he acted as a phyſician in 
Dublin. Such was the reputation he gained in that country, that he 
was employed by the proteſtant diſſenters there, to go to Holland 
with their addreſs to the Prince of Orange 1688, which his High- 
neſs graciouſly received, and by whom he was afterwards promoted 
to be one of his phyſicians to his army in Jreland. He was, like his 
brethren, eminent for piety, a father to the poor, and a great pro- 
moter of the 4i/enting intereſt in that kingdom, till his death in Sep- 
tember 1727.

T is now with pleaſure, I am come to the year 1688, which will 1688. 
Jever be famous in the Annals of Great Britain, on account of WY

Ch. And why not the Prince of Wales 
now ? Mr. Gordon was filent. In ſhort, they were very preſſing 
upon him to give his reaſons, but he ſtill declined. He was then re- 
moved, and, in a little, ſent up under a guard, and committed pri- 
ſoner to the Caſtle. However, it was not thought proper to keep 
him confined, and therefore, upon his begging to be ſet at liberty,

The reſt of his Highneſs's declaration, which is no mean confirma- 
tion of the preceding part of this hiſtory, relates to their deſign of 


aboliſhing the penal laaus, and then to take away the foleration to 


diſſenters, to the impoſture of the Pretender, and his Highneſs's in- 


tention to redreſs all their grievances; and therefore it is no wonder, 


though it had a great influence on the moſt part of the nobility, 
gentry and common people in Scotland, who very ſoon heartily de- 
clared themſelves for the Prince. 

After this, there is very little concerning the proceedings of the 
managers in Scotland.

Mr. Lining, in his pre- 
face to Mr. Shields tract on church communion, ſays, that the aweftern 
people encouraged this proclamation at Glaſgow, before it was pub- 
liſhed in any other place in the kingdom, and that theſe people pray- 
ed publickly for the ſucceſs of his enterprize, even before he landed 


in Exgland. On the laſt of November, the Earl of Lowdon, and ſe- 


veral other young Gentlemen, at that time ſtudents in the Univer- 
fity of G/aſpow, burnt the Pope's effigy, together with the effigics of 
the Archbiſhops of St. Andrews and Glaſgow, without any oppoſition. 
In the beginning of December, the mob ſhewed a keenneſs of re- 
ſentment againſt popery at Edinburgh. When a popiſb meeting in the 
Canongate was diimiſſing, ſome apprentices and others affronted 
them. Information being given againſt them on Monday, ſome ſol- 
diers were ordered to apprehend them; and accordingly two ſer- 
vants of the baker's, with a woman, were taken up and cruelly 
whipt from the ſoibooth to the Abbey, then remitted to priſon, and af- 
terwards.baniſhed.

Biſhop of Edinburgh ſaid prayers, and being of the tory ſtamp, he 
prayed for the ſafety and reſioration of King James. The houſe then 
proceeded to chuſe a preſident ; the tory party were for the Marquis 
of Atbol, the 1 4g party for the Duke of Hamilton, who carried 
it by 40 votes; ſo that the avhigs had a great majority, before the 


Biſbops and malcontent Peers left the houſe. 


As the Duke of Gordon a papiſt, was in poſſeſſion of the Caſtle of 
Edinburgh, the Convention gave a warrant to the Earls of Lothian 
and Tweedale to ſummon the Duke to ſurrender. All the Bi/ops and
